SERIES Il FREE EVENING SCHOOL FOR INDUSTRIAL FOREMEN. 
Under the Auspices of the Massachusetts Institute of Technology. 


The Trustee of the Lowell Institute has established, under the auspices 
of the Massachusetts Institute of Technology, a Free Evening School 
for Industrial Foremen, comprising at present three Courses, a Mechani- 
cal, an Electrical, and a Buildings Course, each extending over two 
years. 

The Courses of Instruction—These Courses are intended to bring the 
systematic study of applied science within the reach of young men who 
are following industrial pursuits and desire to fit themselves for higher 


positions, but are unable to attend Courses during the day. The sub- 
jects included in the Courses are as follows: 


First-year Mechanical and Electrical Courses.—Mathematics; Phys- 
ics and Elementary Electricity; Elements of Mechanism, and Draw- 


ing. 


Second-year Mechanical Course—Elements of Thermodynamics, the 
Steam-engine and Boilers; Valve-gears; Applied Mechanics; Elemen- 


tary Hydraulics; Testing Laboratory; Steam and Hydraulic Labora- 
tory; Mechanism and Machine Design. 


Second-year Electrical Course-—Elements of Thermodynamics, the 
Steam-engine and Boilers; Valve-gears; Steam Laboratory; Direct 
Current Machinery; Alternating Currents; Electric Distribution; 
Electrical Testing Laboratory; and Laboratory of Dynamo Electric 
Machinery. 


First-year Buildings Course—Mathematics; Physics and Elemen- 
tary Electricity; Elements of Mechanism, and Drawing; Applied 
Mechanics and Graphic Statics; Steam and Hydraulic Machinery; 
and Heating and Ventilation. 


_ Second Year.—Materials and Testing Materials; Structural Design;

Dear Sir,- 

I am taking the liberty of writing you on 
a matter which comes under your jurisdiction and which 
deeply concerns myself. 


I am a young man aged twenty-three, and have 
been striving, for two years to prepare myself to pass 
the matriculation examinations of your Science course, 
my intention being to qualify in your University as a 
Civil Engineer. During this period, I have been working 
in an Engineering D epartment of the Dominion Government 
as a stenographer and clerk, and later as a secretary, 
and also in charge of orders for supplies to be sent one of 
our works at Hudson Bay. My studies have been, therefore, 
in such spare time as I have been able to secure; and each 
Parliamentsry session, in fact for weeks before and after 
each session the work on Estimates, etc., has curtsiled my 
leisure to a minimum, as night after night, I have had to 
return to the office and work. This may sound strange, 
emanating from a Government employee, but reference to my 
Chief, W.A. Bowden, Chief Engineer, Rys. & Canals, will 
establish what I assert. 


The result has been that I have tried twice partial 
exams., with the following result,- 


Composition 73 Phy sics 16 

Literature 40 Chemistry 21 

History 25 French Composition 17 
French Authors 47. 


With regard to Physics and Chemistry, I feel sure that there 
has been an error on the part of the examiners, 


Yet, I believe, that I have a good knowledge 
of all the requisite subjects of the mtriculation. After 
my regular public school course, I studied at the Ottawa 
Collegiate for three years in the commercial class, until 
I had need to look for work. On my standing in these courses 


I base my belief in my possession of sufficient 
knowledge of the subjects incident to a Civil Engineer's 
matric,, added to which, my experience of two and a 
half years in a Railway office, and three years in the 
present office that has undertaken immense works, makes 
me desire to enter the University before I am too old 

to study. 


The years are slipping by, and the task of 
night study, to pass written exams., seems almost hopeless, 
My idea in writing you therefore, is to ask you whether 
there is any possibility of entering your University 
without matric., standing, and take up matric., work during 
my first year. 


I am not asking this, that I may enter to please 
my people, nor for any lighter reason, but I see the 
money that I am saving for college dwindling away, my self 
forced to keep at clerical work by day, and my age rapidly 
approaching the years when good study is almost impossible. 


Will you kindly reply, letting me know the 
possibilities in the case,
